State Police Caution 


Against Illegal Fireworks 


According to State Police Fire Division officials, the only 
fireworks which may be sold legally in Michigan at the retail 
level and used by the general public are restricted to: toy 
paper caps, snakes, toy smoke devices, toy trick noise 
makers, wire sparklers (size #14 or less), flitter sparklers, 
and both cone and cylinder fountains. 

Any other fireworks are illegal for sale and use unless 
proper permits are obtained from the local governing body. 
Fireworks which send a projectile into the air, spin, twirl, or 
emit an audible report (excluding toy paper cups and trick 
noise makers) are illegal. 

_ In 1986 240 people were treated in hospital emergency 
rooms for injuries associated with fireworks. Over half of the 
injuries were burns and many of the injuries involved the 
hands and face. Sixty-two percent of the victims were 16 
years of age or younger. ;

. Grayling Twp. Requests 
M-72 Traffic Light 


A request by Grayling Township for a 
traffice light at the intersection of M-93 and 
M-72 West has been forwarded to the Mich- 
igan Department of Transportation 
(MDOT). 

Crawford County Commissioners at their 
meeting last week agreed to back the town- 
ship and send a resolution favoring the light 
to MDOT. 

Township Supervisor Arnold Stancil said 
that,“ ¢ addition of the Adventure Golf 
Course and the prospect of a go-kart track in 
the area makes it imperative that a traffic 
light be placed there. He said that many 
residents have also expressed the need for 
the light in traffic control. 

In his letter to MDOT, Stancil said,

State land immediately north of Mobile 
Home Estates has become a popular spot 


for illegal dumping of household trash, tires, _ 


building scrap materials and car parts. 
Many pickup loads of trash have been 
dumped along the trail between Wilcox 


Bridge Road and I-75 this year bringing the 


total of junk piles along the road to about 20. 

About a dozen addressed envelopes, bank 
statements, and even court appearance no- 
tices among two recent dump loads indi- 
cates the that trash originated with two 
Grayling Township residents. 

Crawford County Prosecutor John Huss 
had a bag of junk from these two piles boxed 
and sent to the two persons asking them to 
properly dispose of the rest of their trash 
found on state land. Huss sent the two per- 
sons notices telling them to inform the 
prosecutor who dumped the trash on state 
land or to clean up the trash within five 
days. 

Although the county prosecutor can tell 
them to take responsibility for the trash, 
names and addresses found among the trash 
is not enough to convict someone of illegal 
dumping. 

Huss said the county had a solid case 
several years ago against someone accused 
of dumping trash from his cabin on public 
land. 

“It was dumped along a direct route from 


his cabin to the expressway and the Judge . 


agreed that it was his trash,” said Huss. 
‘The judge found him not guilty, however, 
because we could not prove he was the one 
who dumped it.” 

“You have to catch them in the act for a 
conviction,” says DNR Conservation Offi- 
cer Bruce Patrick. “If you find 2-3 items 
with a name in a pile, it may be enough to 
issue a warrent but not enough for a con- 
viction. There may be no doubt where the 
trash came from, but you have to prove who 
dumped it. I’ve had people tell me they set 
ce trash out for pick-up and someone stole 
t.” 


“Please assist us in our efforts before some- 
one is killed or severely injured at this inter- 
section.” 

Stancil also indicated that he has received 
a copy of a letter to the MDOT from Major 
Gen. Vernon J. Andrews, Michigan Ad- 
jutant General, expressing agreement with 
the idea of a traffic light. 

According to Sheriff Hatfield, the Nation- 
al Guard Military Police no longer direct 
traffic at local intersections. That, accord- 
ing to officials, increases the danger in traf- 
fic flow at that intersection. 

Commissioners alse agreed to send a copy 
of the resolution to the Michigan State 
Police stating they would also have a major 
voice in whether a traffic light is approved. 


Patrick said the trail north of Mobile 
Home Estates is not the only place in the 
county where illegal dumping is a problem. 

“There’s junk all over the county,” 
Patrick said. ““Two problem areas have al- 
ways been M-72 West at the old dump site 
and the new MATES site. Before the mili- 
tary cleaned the MATES sites for construc- 
tion that was an area that had a lot of old 
appliances dumped there.” 


Dumping at the M-72 West site was so bad 
in the past that Patrick said he actually 
went out and waited in the area to catch the 
people dumping. 

“But you can’t be everywhere all at 
once,”’ said Patrick. Patrick and Mark Lutz, 
the only DNR Conservation officers in 
Crawford County, also are responsible for 
enforcement in Roscommon, Missaukee, 
and Kalkaska counties. 

With the DNR Conservation Officers 
spread so thin, Patrick said citizens can 
help catch the illegal dumpers. If a citizen 
witnesses someone dumping trash on state 
land, he or she should call the DNR Con- 
servation Officer or the sheriff dept. Either 
agency can enforce the litter laws. The citi- 


zen has to sign the complaint and testify, if 


necessary. 


Patrick also said a conviction is possible if - 


a citizen sees a truck loaded with trash go 
down a trail road and return a few minutes 
later without the load. If the citizen writes 


the license plate number down and a match- 


ing name or address is found among the 
trash, a conviction is possible. 


The penalty for dumping trash in the 
woods is a maximum of $400 plus court costs 
and 90 days in jail. The court may also make 


the convicted person pick up litter as part of 


the sentence. 

Although the convictions do deter some 
people, Patrick said peer pressure is even 
more valuable. “If the people of this county 
let others know it’s not acceptable, that 
would help a lot,’’ he said. 


services issue appears to have been worked 
out but the COA request as originally passed 
by the County Board of Commissioners 
faces serious questions. 

As originally reported, the ballot would 
have called for the money to be used for con- 
tinued operations of the COA. Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney David Sabin told the 
county commissioners at their meeting last 
week that the wording does not state that 
part of the money will be used to rent or 
lease a building from the county. He also 
questioned whether the commissioners 
should go to the voters for the approximate- 
ly $300,000 to erect the structure. 

As reported earlier, the building would be 
located behind the new Assembly of God 
Church on the north I-75 Business Loop. The 
county has already assigned the use of that 
land to the COA for use as a senior center. 
The ownership of the building must by law 
remain in the hands of the county. It re- 
mains for the COA and county commission- 
ers to come up with the proper wording to 
place the issue on the ballot and to obtain a 
legal opinion as to whether a vote must also 
be taken on the construction loan that the 
county must obtain. In an earlier situation 
regarding the Sheriff Department garage, it 
was decided that the contractor could take 
out the loan, but the county government 
would be responsible for the payments. It 
was not determined last week whether there 
could be a similar arrangement since if the 
COA millage is passed payment would be 
guaranteed. 

The emergency services millage is com- 
plicated by the fact that some of the town- 
ships have assessments on the books for 
emergency services. Ambulance Director 
Tony Doremire and Commissioner Jean- 
nette Kitchen have discussed the proposed 
millage with the township supervisors al- 
ready taxing for that purpose. They explain- 
ed that the supervisors could refrain from 
assessing the millage at the township level 
and in turn the county would turn over to 
them the equal number of tax dollars 
derived from the county tax. They have 
assured the townships involved that the 
county will have no role in the actual opera-

tion of the townships emergency services. 

It is estimated that after the money is re- 
turned to those townships already taxing, 
the ambulance service will realize about 
$180,000. Doremire said that it will pay for 
the services to local residents and permit 
employment of an Emergency Services 
technicians. It will also permit the purchase 
of proper radio equipment and for an auto- 
Matic defibrillating machine. There will 
still be a charge per run for non-residents, 
he emphasized. 


Who Owns 
The Land?

What may be the biggest bureaucratic 
snafu in the area came to light last week 
when members of the Crawford County 
Fair Board attempted to oust members of 
the military that were bivouacked on fair 
property. 

The reply was that the board member 
was mistaken and that the land was a part 
of the 20-year lease property that was pro- 
vided to the military by the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR). 

Supposedly the DNR had deeded the 
property to the county for use by the Fair 
Board for the County Fair. One version of 
the story is that when the military was con- 
fronted by the fair board member they 
diplomatically moved but another said | 
that the personnel were still there at 
week’s end. 

When the DNR was contacted about the 
matter, their investigation revealed that 
due to a posting error the land transfer to 
the county was not entered in the books. In- 
stead {t was included in the military lease 
arrangement which was completed in 1984. 

Officials said that the DNR has taken 
steps to rectify the mistake. Fair Board 
members said the DNR mistake will not 
halt work toward the 1987 Fair in August.

Ozoga, however, has 
also taken a sample later de- 
termined to be a pollutant 
from a nearby ditch, where 
the landfill leachate presents 
a potential problem to wild- 
life as well as humans.

I was poking through some trash last Fri- 
day afternoon and I don’t mean the awful 
press releases that sometime reach my 
desk. The trash I was poking through was 
honest-to-goodness smelly, messy trash. 

Doug Legg, of Grayling, got me started on 
my great trash hunt when he called me at 
home one evening last week. Doug, an avid 
hunter and fisherman, got tired of seeing 
trash dumped along a trail road on state 
land and he call the DNR and the Avalanche 
to see what could be done. 

He started the ball rolling and that’s 
usually the first and hardest step. Other 
people just sit back, throw up their hands, 
and say there’s nothing that can be done 
about dumping junk in the woods. 


I went out to the trail road Friday and 
found a lot more junk than ever gets piled on 
my desk. A couple of dozen automobile tires 
were at one new dump site along the trail, 15 
bags of household trash were at another, 
auto parts and junk were at other new piles. 

I poked around two of the recently dump- 
ed piles with a stick to see if there were 
names on correspondence to link the trash 
to someone. There were more than a half 
dozen pieces of paper with the same names. 

Back at the Avalanche [ called Bruce 
Patrick at the DNR field office to find out 
who handles illegal dumping complaints on 
state land (see dumping story on page 1). 

Bruce told me the only way to convict 


‘someone for illegal dumping is to catch 


them red-handed (or dirty-handed in this 
case). He also said he enjoys making an 
arrest for illegal dumping probably more 


OUT IN NEW YORK state, the legislative 
is considering a bill to require non-drinking 
sections in ball parks and other public 
gathering places.

‘Tt will provide a place for people who don’t 
want to be around rowdy fans.”

And it might even segregate rowdyism in- 
to compact places within the stadium, as 
sponsor Brodsky hopes. 

But don’t count on it.

In the past he’s actually sat in 
the woods waiting for them at popular dump 
sites, But with as many responsibilities as a 
Conservation Officer has these days, they 
don't have much extra time to go sit and 
wait for illegal dumpers. 

Bruce also mentioned a case in Crawford 
County many years ago involving dumping 
trash on state land and that led me to call 
Johh Huss, the county prosecutor. Huss told 
me how hard it is to convict someone of ille- 
gal dumping without an eyewitness, but he 
didn’t let that stop him from coming up with 
a good idea. Names on correspondence in 
the trash do not prove who dumped it but 
they do indicate whose trash it is. Huss said 
the prosecutor's office could send a sample 
of the trash to the persons and tell them to 
take care of the rest of their trash or inform 
the prosecuting attorney who dumped the 
trash on state land. 


We can’t assume the persons whose 
names are included among some of this 
trash are guilty of illegal dumping. They 
could be victims of a friend who dumped it 
there without their knowledge or some other 
similar circumstances. However, if it is 
their garbage, we can assume they will take 
responsibility for it and clean it up or turn in 
the illegal dumper. ; 

Illegal dumping on state land isn’t as 
serious as other crimes in this county but it 
isn’t right and it’s one of the few mistakes or 
crimes humans make that can be fixed so 
easily. Go clean it up and everyone wins. 

We'll keep you posted on the clean-up ef- 
forts in this case in the next few weeks.

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State-subsidized research into technolo- 
gies to produce toxic-free jobs and assis- 
tance to reduce types and amounts of toxic 
wastes produced by business has been pro- 
posed by Governor James Blanchard. 

The governor, in a speech at the 50th con- 

vention of the Michigan United Conserva- 
tion Clubs, said his ‘‘clean jobs”’ program is 
designed to find ways to prevent toxic 
pollution from ever getting into the environ- 
ment. 
. “We can no longer .go. on simply 
regulating toxics and limiting their contam- 
ination of the environment. Instead, we 
must find ways to prevent toxic pollution 
from ever getting into the environment,” 
Blanchard said. 

Michigan is among the nation’s worst 
states in terms of numbers of hazardous 
waste sites which have been identified, and 
has budgeted $11.3 million for cleanup 
operations this year. 

State officials have placed 1,532 sites on a 
priority list for cleanup, with 183 addressed 
in some way. Another 56 sites are on a pri- 
ority list for cleanup under a federal pro- 
gram. 

Blanchard said his new strategy includes 
development of a program by the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources to clean up the 
250 worst sites. 


Other proposals include: a program to 
strengthen regulation of key sources of toxic 
groundwater contamination; appointment 
of a commission to develop controls on 
sources of toxic pollution of the air; full 
cleanup of the Great Lakes pollution hot- 
spots by the year 2000; and additional legis- 
lation and state policies to increase re- 
cycling of solid and hazardous wastes so 
landfil] volume can be reduced by one-third 
over four years.

GRIFFITHS REPORTS IMPROVED 
MINORITY OPPORTUNITIES 

Six state departments, including the 
social services, still have unsatisfactory op- 
portunity ratings for hiring and promoting 
women, minorities and handicappers in 
high positions, Lt. Governor Martha Grif- 
fiths reported recently. 

But Griffiths, the state’s chief affirmative 
action officer, said one-third of the 18 de- 
partments have made considerable prog- 
ress since the unsatisfactory ratings given 
to all of them in the first report cards in 1983. 

An unsatisfactory grade, for agencies 
with more than one appointment in 1986, 
was given if less than 47 percent of the hires 
or promotions were of women, minorities or ; 
handicappers. 

Besides social services, other depart- 
ments with such grades include corrections, 
natural resources, state police, agriculture 
and attorney general. 

Seven departments received outstanding 
ratings, meaning up at least 62 percent of 
the hires were of women, minorities or 
handicappers: management and budget, 
mental health, civil service, education, 
labor, treasury and state. 

No department, however, has an out- 
standing score (80 percent) in meeting the 
goals of the Michigan Equal Employment 
and Business Opportunity Council that those 
groups be represented in mid-management - 
levels and above in a proportion consistent - 
with their representation in the state.

_ white pedal flowers for Fri- 
day's annual fund raiser has 
‘become a part-time hobby 
-for three members of Mercy 
- ‘Hogpital’s Auxiliary, who, 
along with 15 other Auxilians 
wil] ba pounding the streets 
of Grayling during one of the 
busiest summer weekends.

Designing the . intricate 
five-pedal flowers, which are 
given to anyone who 
donates, is a wintertime 
hobby for Auxilians Mary 
Bonkowski, Norma Hull and 
Mae Bishaw.

Social Security 


Filing a Social 


security Claim 


People who plan to apply- 
for monthly Social Security 
retirement, survivor, or dis- 
ability benefits can speed the 
process if they are well pre- 
pared at the time they apply. 

The applications are de- 
signed to obtain information 
about the worker, his or her 
dependents, and work 
history, including rnilitary 
service and railroad employ- 
ment. Applications for dis- 
ability benefits also: record 
information about a person’s 
disabling condition. 

Certain documents are 
needed to support a claim. 
Only original copies of docu- 
ments or copies certified by 
the issuing agency can be 
used. Uncertified photo 


copies are not acceptable. 

For a retirement claim, 
birth certificates, proof of 
military service, and W-2’s 
or a self-employment tax re- 
turn for the most recent year 
are required. For survivors 
claims, additional proofs 
such as a marriage record, 
proof of divorce and a death 
certificate are usually need- 
ed. People applying for dis- 
ability benefits should have 
information about their work 
history and 
about the sources that have 
treated them for their medi- 
cal condition. 

People should not delay 
applying for benefits be- 
cause they do not have ail 
the required proofs. When 
possible, a person should ap- 
ply two or three months be- 
fore benefits will begin. This 
will allow plenty of time to

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Language Arts 


The secondary language arts program was rich- 
ly enhanced by visiting writers. Through a writer-in- 
residence grant through the Michigan and Crawford 
County Arts Council, Michael Delp, Interlochen 
Arts Academy Director of Creative Writing, worked 
directly with high school and middle school stu- 
dents in classrooms, seminars and workshops. An 
evening reading was presented for the public. 
Through a grant from the Crawford County Arts 
Council, the middle school sponsored poet-in-resi- 
dence Terry Wooten. 

Seventh and eighth grade students participated 
in two language arts competitions. In the National 
Language Arts Olympics, a difficult test consisting 
of 50 items including vocabulary, spelling, gram- 
mar, and reasoning skills, Grayling Middle School] 
students fared well. Top scholar for the eighth grade 
was Joshua Woodland scoring 48 out of 50. Nearly 
100 letters written by students were submitted in 
the Detroit Free Press Editorial contest. 

Three Frederic fifth grade students received 
recognition for their entires in the ‘Young Writers 
Foundation Club”. 

McDonald's sponsored the “Books are Fun’”’ 
program for al) district elementary students, 

Grayling High School graduates attending col- 
lege annually report that they are exceptionally well 
prepared for college English coursework. They 


strongly recommend that college bound students en- 
roll in the full English college preparatory curricu- 
lum. Twenty seniors in our Advanced Placement 
English courses scored well enough on the College 
Board Advanced Placement test to receive college 
credit during the past four years. 


FOREIGN LANGUAGE - SPANISH 


22% of high school students were. enrolled in 
Spanish classes this year compared to the state 
average of 11% in foreign languages and the 
national average of 17%. 

High school Spanish students participated in 
Foreign Language Days at Saginaw Valley State 
College, Northwestern Michigan College and Cen- 
tral Michigan University. First place was earned in 
six of the eleven competition categories at the three 
events. The skit entered won first place at all three 
events, first place in the song category was earned 
at two events and a first place was earned in the dis- 
play category at one event. 

High school Spanish students visited Mercy 
Manor and Grayling Health Care Center in Decem- 
ber to perform Christmas carols and to give cards 
and gifts, 

With Advanced Studies students, high school 
Spanish students raised $90 to donate to the Craw- 
ford County Animal Shelter.

PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT 


The district employs 81 full time and 2 half 
time teachers, 62 full time and } half time non- 
teaching employees, and 7 full time and 2 half 
time administrators for a total of 154 em- 
ployees. 

712% of the professional staff upgraded 
themselves by attending professional con- 
ferences, workshops, visiting other education 
institutions and businesses and undertaking 
advanced college coursework. 


Kent Reynolds, Superintendent, served on 
the 15 member Michigan Senate Property Tax 
Commission which completed its work this 
spring. He addressed the State Board of Edu- 
cation School Finance Commission regarding 
school finance reform this spring. 

Twenty one district educators participated 
in a series of I.T.I.P. (Instructional Theory In- 
to Practice) workshops during the year. 
I.T.1.P. focuses on skills for management of 
classroom instructional goals and objectives. 
Thirty educators (33%) have been trained in 
the last two years. Eighteen additional educa- 
tors will receive training during the 1987-88 
school year. 

50% of the professional staff possess mas- 
ters degrees or equivalent. 

All elementary school staff participated in 
a rcleased time in-service focusing on spelling 
teaching strategies. 


MIDDLE SCHOOL CURRICULUM 


With the. newly renovated middle school 
opening in the fall of 1987, the middle school 
staff worked throughout the year to improve 
upon their curriculum, to incorporate the fifth 
grade, and to take best advantagejof the new 
facility. 

The curriculum follows the philosophy 
that the middle school should provide a grad- 
ual transition between the self contained 
elementary classroom and the complete 
departmentalization of the high school. Strong 
attention was also given to providing oppor- 
tunities for exploration and to developing fun- 
damental skills while considering individual 
differences. The curriculum addressed funda- 
mentals of intellectual, social and physical 
growth. The newly adopted curriculum ensures 
that in addition to a strong emphasis in the 
core of basic academic skills, all students will 
receive instruction in art, Spanish, computer 
science, physical education, journalism, home 
economics, industrial arts and drama. The 
number of choices required of students per 
year is dramatically reduced within the 
curriculum but the number of exploratory 
course opportunities is greatly increased and 
required. 

The fifth grade curriculum centers around 
a self contained classroom situation for six of 
the seven periods of the school day. Within 
that self contained six period block, students 
will receive all basie academic instruction as 
well as team skills. Thirty minutes of physical 
education daily taught by the classroom teach- 
er and physical education instructor is a major: 
component of the self contained six period 
block. Advanced studies students will be 
grouped together for reading instruction with 
the advanced studies teacher and all students 
will be grouped by achievement levels for lan- 
guage arts instruction all year and for mathe- 
matics instruction during the second semester. 
Students will move out of the self contained 
situation only one period of the day when they 
will be scheduled into either band, remedial 
reading, or a combination of physical 
education and computer science, 

At the sixth grade level, students will be 
achievement level grouped for a two hour lan- 
guage arts block which will include reading, 
English, literature, spelling, writing, penman- 
ship, drama, speech and library skills. Stu- 
dents will also be achievement level grouped 
into a mathematics class. All students will be 
required to take science, social studies and a 
full year block consisting of physical education 
every other day and art on the non-physical 
education days during one semester and 
Spanish during the non-physical education 
days during the other semester. Sixth grade 
students will have a choice of classes for only 
one period of the day and must choose between 
band, remedial reading or mathematics, and a 
block consisting of physical education and 
computer science.

At the seventh and eighth grade levels all 
students will be required to take a two hour 
language arts block and one period each of 
mathematics, science and social studies. 
Achievement level grouping will take place in 
language arts and mathematics and advanced 
studies students will be grouped together for 
reading instruction with their advanced 
studies teacher. Students will be required to 
take at least one semester of physical educa- 
tion each year and will be required to take a full 
year block consisting of a semester of physical 
education and nine weeks each of home 
economics and industrial arts in either the 
seventh grade or eighth grade. Elective 
courses offered will include band, remedial 
reading and mathematics, a full year block con- 
sisting of a semester of physical education and 
nine weeks each of art and computer science, 
and semester courses in art, computer science, 
home economics, industrial arts, journalism 
and Spanish. 


KINDERGARTEN 


‘he Grayling and Frederic kindergarten 
staff completed a six month study of full day 
alternate day kindergarten and recommended 
implementation to the Board of Education. 
The Board took action to adopt the program on 
a trial basis for the 1987-88 school year. Kin- 
dergarten and developmental kindergarten 
students will. attend school for a full day on 
alternate days rather than for a half day every 
day. 

The elementary schoois expect a signifi- 
cant increase in the number of kindergarten 
students next fall. 176 students have been 
registered to date and 190 are expected. The 
largest kindergarten class in recent years was 
170 in the fall of 1984. 


DEVELOPMENTAL KINDERGARTEN 
AND PRIMARY ROOM 


The Frederic Elementary School imple- 
mented the developmental kindergarten 
three years ago and the primary room two 
years ago and continues to house both pro- 
grams. The developmental kindergarten gives 
students judged not ready for kindergarten a 
successful first school experience while em- 
phasizing those developmental fine and gross 
motor skills necessary for academic readiness, , 
This next fall, two sections of developmental 
kindergarten will operate to meet the increased 
needs of a growing population. The primary 
room program is designed to continue develop- 
ing readiness skills in: math, reading, lan- 
guage, and in all motor areas. This program is 
available to students that were in the develop- 
mental kindergarten and to kindergarten stu- 
dents that are in need of strengthening aca- 
demic, motor, or social skills before entering 
first grade. 


GIFTED AND TALENTED 
(Advanced Studies} 


The high school advanced studies class 
participated in project CONFER, a tele- 
communications simulation coordinated by the 
University of Michigan. This year’s simulation 
was the Middle East conflict and Grayling 
High School was assigned the role of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization (P.L.O.) Eleven 
other high schools participated in the same 
simulation assuming the roles of other prin- 
cipals including the U.S.A., U.S.S.R., Israel, 
Egypt and Iran. The middle school advanced 
studies class participated in another segment 
of project CONFER involving problem solving 
activities. 

The major project within middle school ad- 
vanced studies gave middle school students 
the opportunity to create an island ‘‘nation” of 
their own. Working alone or with a partner, 
they had to decide everything from the, 
monetary system to immigration laws to a 
complete constitution. Once each island’s civil- 
ization was developed, the students were re- 
quired to trade with at least one other island- 
—making sure that their trade negotiations 
were compatible with whatever import/export 
regulations they had established. Religion, 
health care system, educational system, trans- 
portation, distribution of land, industry and 
detailed map were just a few more require- 
ments for the island project. Last, but not 
least, a travel poster enticing visitors to the 
island was displayed in the classroom and a 
recipe representative of the island was invent: 
ed and served to the class. 


LIBRARIES 


Library volumes per student ratio and 
total circulation: High School 24.60 volumes 
per student, circulation of 13,500; Middle 
School 21.78 volumes per student, circulation 
of 5,000; Grayling Elementary 12.0 volumes 
per student, circulation of 19,473; Frederic 
Elementary 10.0 volumes per student, circula- 
tion of 10,304. 

The district completed the third year of a 
three year plan to upgrade science materials 
available in the Grayling Elementary Library.

MIDDLE SCHOOL RENOVATION 


The majar goal of the Board for the last 
ten years has been to solve the problems of the 
middle schoo] facility to provide a quality edu- 
cational atmosphere for middle schoo! age stu- 
dents. The successful September 1985 bond 
issue has allowed this goal to be met. Ground 
was broken last August 20 for the 15,000 
‘ aquare foot addition linking the 1916 middle 
: schoo! building with the 1955 gymnasium. 
i! This symbolized the beginning of the thorough 
#1 renova tion and construction which will be com- 
i plete this summer. The building will reopen 
this fall for students in grades 5-8. - 

The renovation of the old building has been 
extensive. New heating and ventilation, 
‘plumbing, and electrical systems have been in- 
stalled. Wooden flooring was removed to the 
joists and covered with structurwood and 1% 
‘inches of concrete eliminating squeaks. A new 
roof with insulation to an R28 factor and new 
insulated windows have been installed, In- 
‘terior space has been redesigned, new wall sur- 
“faces have been installed, accoustical ceilings 
‘have been dropped, and carpet has been in- 
‘stalled in most classrooms and hallways. New 
cabinetry has been installed, new chalkboards 
‘and tackboards have been installed, and a 
‘great deal of new furniture has been purchased. 

»® : The gymnasium floor has been extended 

‘7 and a lobby has been created on the old stage. 
‘The mezzanine, previously utilized as a cafe- 
teria has been renovated into a teaching sta-

GRAYLING ELEMENTARY 
CONSTRUCTION PROJECT 


Funded by the September 1985 bond issue, 
additional space including five classrooms and 
a beautiful, functional library were added and 
were ready for the start of school in fall 1986. 
A new roof with insulation and a new boiler 
was installed. The additional classrooms and 
the provision for fifth grade students at the 
middle school wil! relieve the district elemen- 
tary overcrowding presently, but not for the 
long term. With 190 kindergarten students ex- 
pected this fall, the district elementary schools 
will again be seriously overcrowded within five 
years. 


BUS GARAGE 


Funded by the September 1985 bond issue, 
a new bus garage was constructed next to the 
bus lot at the high school site. The new facility 
allows buses to be serviced at the same site 
where they are stored and provides adequate 
space for the district exemplary bus main- 
tenance and rehabilitation program. The ga- 
rage was open for use last fall and included two 
600 square foot spaces to be used as storage 
and bus offices. The spaces provided two tem- 
porary classrooms for this past year providing 
the extra classrooms necessary to allow the 
seventh and eighth grade to be housed at the 
sou aaa during renovation of the middle 
school. 


RELOCATION 


The Board judged the success of the mid- 
dle school relocation as the highlight of the 
school year. All district personnel and students 
proved that cooperation and dedication com- 
bined with good planning can create success 
even in the most difficult of situations. With 
the middle school closed for renovation, sev- 
enth and eighth grade students were scheduled 
into the high school building placing 800 stu- 
dents into a building designed for 700. Sixth 
grade students were housed in the Grayling 
Elementary School with the additional needed 
space created during the elementary construc- 
tion. Both elementaries were overcrowded with 
all classrooms including portables in use. 
Music programs moved from room to room, 
one remedial reading program was housed in a 
large Frederic storage room, and some pro- 
grams shared classroom space. Quality edu- 
cational programming occurred thanks to the 
efforts of all involved. 


MAINTENANCE 


The Board continued to place a high pri- 
ority upon quality custodial and maintenance 
operations, more important ‘than ever due to 
the overcrowded conditions created by the re- 
location plan. Visitors throughout the year 
complimented district personnel for clean, well 
maintained buildings.

PRESIDENTIAL ACADEMIC 
FITNESS AWARDS 


The district participates in the Presidential 
Academic Fitness Awards Program. Awards are 
presented to qualifying students in the exit grade at 
each of the district's four buildings. 


At the Grayling Elementary, fourth grade stu- 
dents must have attained a B plus average through- 


out elementary school and scored at or above the 


85th percentile on the California Achievement Test. 
Ten students received the award this year. 

At the Frederic Elementary, fifth grade stu- 
dents must have attained a B plus average for the 
fifth grade and scored at or above the 80th percen- 
tile on the California Achievement Test. Thirty Four 
students received the award this year. 


At the middle school, eighth grade students’ 


must have attained a B plus average throughout the 
three years of middle school and scored at or above 
the 80th percentile on the California Achievement 
Test. Twenty Five students received the award this 
year. 

At the high school, seniors must have attained a 
3.5 grade point average throughout four years of 
high school and scored at or above the 80th percen- 
tile on the ACT (American College Testing Pro- 
gram). Seven seniors received the award this year. 


COUNSELING 


The high school counselors work with stu- 
dents, teachers, administrators and com- 
munity organizations to provide appropriate 
counseling and guidance services to students 
and their parents. These services include per- 
sonal counseling, career counseling, goal set- 
ting, academic adjustment and skill develop- 
ment, and college selection and application 
completion. 

The high school counselors held over 1,300 
interviews involving testing, career decisions, 
- personal and academic progress. 

Through the auspices of the counseling de-. 
partment and the C.0O.0O.R. Intermediate 
School District, approximately 25 students 
were placed in job experiences, 

The counselors administered and inter: 
preted the MEAP, OVIS, PSAT, ACT, SAT, 
ASVAB, Advanced Placement Testing and 
Slosson Individual Intelligence Test to over 
500 students. 

The counselors conducted an ACT Coach- 
ing Class designed to prepare juniors for the 
ACT (American College Test), The counseling 
office utilizes a computer to explore college al- 
ternatives to help students with preparation 
for national tests, and to provide financial aid 
information and career education material. 
Using the computer, over 50 students com- 
pleted the Michigan Occupational Interest 
Survey (MOIS) program for career develop- 
ment and planning. With new equipment on or- 
der, the counseling staff plans to run the MOIS 
program for all high school students next year. 

The Meet the Grads Open House was held. 
just prior to Christmas with approximately 40 
former graduates meeting with juniors and 
seniors to discyas their college experiences.

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Computers — Mathematics — Science 


COMPUTERS 


67 computers are in student use in district 
schools for an average of 15.25 per school. This 
works out to 26.9 students per computer district 
wide, the present national average. 

Every elementary school classroom has access 
to a computer for at least 60% of all class time. 

In the middle school computer literacy block, 
students learn machine operations, beginning word 
processing, beginning LOGO, keyboarding and data 
bases. By taking two years of programming classes, 
seventh and eighth grade students can master all 
the objectives required for high school Computer 
Programming I. 99% of all eighth grade students 
have completed their high school computer science 

requirements as they have met all adopted objec- 
tives by the end of the eighth grade. This allows the 
high school to focus their computer coursework on 
applications and essential skills for college and 
future employment. 


Approximately 170 high school students (31%) 
took computer courses learning skilis in word 
processing, data base and spreadsheet applications. 

The Frederic Elementary has implemented soft- 
ware for computer assisted instruction in the areas 
of math, reading, spelling, and social studies, 

Approximately 940 high school and adult edu- 
cation students have completed at least one com- 
puter course during the past four years. 

During the past four school years, the high 
school computer laboratory has had 91,560 student 
hours of use including regular school courses, after 


| school enrichment and adult education. 


MATHEMATICS 


Grayling High School offers a wide variety of 
math courses beginning with basic math and/or 
general math for ninth grade students needing a 
firm foundation in fundamental mathematic skills. 

Students who possess exceptional math ability 
at @ young age may take first year Algebra in the 
eighth grade and follow a program ending with a cal- 
culus course their senior year. 

264 (49%) high school students completed a 
year of higher order mathematics (Algebra, 
Geometry, Trigonometry and Calculus). 

77 middle school students completed a year of 
Algebra or Pre-Algebra. 

Two eighth grade students participated in the 
Shared Time Academic Program through the COOR 
Intermediate School District. Students qualifying 
through the Midwest Talent Search took at least 


one full year of high school algebra at Kirtland Com- 
munity College with students from other local mid- 
die schools. The class met Tuesdays and Thursdays 
for 2% hours throughout the school year. 


Grayling High School students annually par- 
ticipate in the Michigan Mathematics Prize Com- 
petition. Keith Whaley and Chris Helton had this 
year’s top scores 50% above the State average. 

Middle school students participated in the an- 
nual State middle school mathematics competition. 


SCIENCE 


The Fourth annual all district science fair was 
held in the high school gym with 189 student entries 
displayed, the largest number of participants to 
date. Over 600 persons attended the fair. 

Grayling High School offers a comprehensive 
science curriculum. The basic graduation require- 
ment is two years of science with one semester of 
health, At the ninth grade level, students may 
choose from either environmental science or biology 

‘and continue with two years of chemistry and 
physics. Physiology and zoology are also offered. 

221 (41%) high school students completed a 
year of higher order science (Biology, Chemistry (1st 
or 2nd year), Physics and Physiology). 

Junior Tim Cook was one of four C.0.0.R. Inter- 
mediate School District area students selected to 
participate in the Michigan State Board of Educa- 
tion Summer Institutes for the Arts and Science. 
Tim will attend an institute at Michigan Techno- 
logical University in Houghton, 

This fall, the middie school will implement the 
Quest Program; a program designed to teach 
decision making skills applying to all areas of life 
and particularly with regard to the use of drugs and 
alcohol. Coping skills and improvement of self con- 
cept are also emphasized. The program will be offer- 
ed in six week units to all sixth, seventh and eighth 
grade students as part of the science classes. Quest 
has been made available through the efforts of the 
Grayling Lions Club which has provided informa- 
tion and funding. This spring, middle school teach- 
ers Larry Austin, Don Ferguson, Mike Gardiner, 
Carrie Mayes and Fred Wolcott attended three day 
workshops regarding the program. 

All elementary kindergarten, first and second 
grade students participated in the B.A.B.E.S. (Be-. 
ginning Alcohol and Addictions Basic Education 
Studies} Program conducted by personnel from 
Community, Family and Children’s Services. 
B.A.B.E.S. is an alcohol awareness program. 


Did You Know That.... 


The Grayling Elementary second grade 
students held their annual balloon launch on 
April 9, 1987. The second graders each released 
a balloon with a card attached asking that the 
person finding it return it to them at school 
with information as to where and when it was 
found. This year information was received on 
18 balloons from Michigan, Ohio, and Ontario. 

The Middle School ‘Student of the 
Month”’ program recognized over 130 students 
for their citizenship, efforts, manners, depen- 
dability and positive attitude. The program 
was developed as an ongoing reinforcement to 
improve positive school climate. McDonald's 
of Grayling provided a free lunch to the stu- 
dents who were selected by the commitee for 
the month. 

Twenty seven Frederic Elementary stu- 
dents participated in the March of Dimes 
“Read-A-Thon”’, 3 

The Grayling Middle School Spirit Week 
features competition in academics, athletics, 
citizenship, creativity, clothes, and noise, all 
very important in a middle schooler’s life. Stu- 
dents celebrated Spirit Week February 2nd 
through 6th, 1987. The theme this year was 
“Out of This World”’. Spirit Week activities in- 
cluded an all school spelling bee, selection of a 
royal court, exotic T-shirt day, hat and shade 
day, alien day, and green and white day. 


VOLUNTEERS 


During the 1986-87 school year, 123 com- 
munity members volunteered a total of 11,525 
hours of service to the students of the district. 
Individualized student instruction, library and 
media assistance, aiding with special school 
events, and many other direct student services 
were provided during this 17th year of the 
Crawford AuSable Schoo] District Volunteer 
Aide Program.

North Branch Notes

As I chat with many of our 
North Branch area neigh- 
bors who have chosen to re- 
tire in our community, a 
common thread seems to run 
through their lives. Their 
parents have, at some time 
in their lives, either farmed 
in Michigan or “followed the 
timber’? as they say. Our 


Mictigdn forest land has 


played a big part in the set- 
tlement of our state, as it 
continues to do so now. 

John Campau’s father 
“followed the timber’’ as, 
primarily, a maker of barre] 
hoops or anything out of 
wood, and also worked for 
the EJ&S, (East Jordan and 
Southern Railroad). John 
can trace his family history 
in Michigan back to Louis 
Campau, who was the first 
white settler in Saginaw, and 
to the Cadillacs of Detroit. 

John was born in 1909 at E. 
Jordan but moved many 
times as a child wherever his 
father’s trade took him, 
finally settling in Midland

during World War I. As a 
young boy, he remembers 
his fascination with the 
stories his grandfather 
Campau told him of the 
hardships suffered as a 
soldier in the Civil War. One 
story in particular was of the 


many days of near starva- 


tion they faced, which ended 
temporarily when they came 
upon a farmer’s corn crib 
filled with corn for the stock. 


The men feasted on the dry 
corn as their only meal. His 
grandfather died at the age 
of & in 1921. John tells me 
that his mother’s grand- 
mother lived to the age of 
either 113 after raising a 
family of seventeen children 


_ or to the age of 117 after thir- 


teen children. In any case, 
he seems to come from.a 
family of people who lived 
long lives. 

At age sixteen, John went 
to the Detroit area to find 
work in the shipyards. He 
left the shipyards to drive a 
truck for a living and even- 
tually migrated in 1931 to 
California looking for work. 
He tells of arriving there 


with his last 25 cents in his 
pocket. He saw a buddy of 
his who offered him a job on 
a roadbuilding crew. With 
the promise of work, he 
spent his last quarter on 
twelve dozen oranges and 
lived off them until his first 
paycheck. He also talked a 
man into renting him a small 
cottage on the strength of his 
coming job. It was in that 
cottage that he felt his first 
earthquake, a very moving 
experience, (Sorry, but I 
couldn’t resist the pun). 


John moved back to Mich- 
igan in 1933 and continued 
his truck driving for various 
companies which took him to 
most of the states in the cen- 
tral United States. In 1935 he 
met his life’s mate Alice. 

Alice was born in 1916 in 
Middletown, Ohio. She 
moved to Michigan after her 
high school graduation in 
1934 and met John in River 
Rouge. They were married 
in 1936. 

When World War II came 
on the scene John went to 
work at the Willow Run 
bomber plant as a crew 


chief, preparing planes for 
flight. During the later part 
of the war, he and five other 
men with high security 
clearance, were taken to 
Marietta, Georgia, to pre- 
pare and retime the engines 
on a very special plane, the 
“Fnola Gay”. Any of you 
who have lived through that 
era or have been properly 
taught your history, will 
recognize the name of the 
plane that dropped the first 
atomic bomb on Hiroshima 
which put an end to the war 
with Japan. 

After the war, he and a 
friend started their own 
trucking business with one 
truck. They hauled dry ce- 
ment to the cement yards as 
far away as across the 
straits. They built their 
business to a fleet of seven 
trucks. © 

In 1951 the growing Cam- 
pau family bought a farm in 
Ellsworth where they lived 
for eighteen years. During 
this time John worked as a 
mechanic for Hess Cartage 
and traveled 540 miles round 
trip every weekend to be 
with his family. The ages of 
their seven children range

State’s Environmental Quality 
Index Shows Small Gain 


Depsite. slight gains in 
most categories of Michi- 
gan’s environmental! profile 
in 1986, overall advances the 
state’s environmental qual- 
ity were minimal, according 
to the eighth annual En- 
vironmental Quality Index, 
compiled by the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs 
(MUCC). 

The Index, published in the 
May edition of Michigan Out- 
of-Doors® , the magazine of 
the MUCC, noted improve- 
ments of one or two percen- 
tage points in four of the 
seven categories measured. 
The environmental survey 
pointed to gains in the cate- 
gories of water quality, fish- 
eries, wildlife, and outdoor 
recreation. Air quality show- 
ed a drop of two points, lands 
and forest declined one 
point, and the rating for 
energy remained unchanged 
from 1985. 

“Although we registered 
some progress in the state’s 
overall environmental 
quality in 1986, the advances 
we made were minimal,”’ de- 
clared Thomas L. Washing- 
ton, MUCC executive direc- 
tor. “Since we began com- 
piling the EQ Index in 1979, 
the trends that have been re- 
flected in eight years of sur- 


veying leave little cause for 
cheer over the state of our 
environment here in Mich- 
igan.”’ 

The 1986 EQ Index listed 
gains in four catetories: 

« Water Quality - showed 
a gain of two points, giving it 
a rating of 73 out of a possi- 
ble 100. The effort by con- 
servation groups to win new 
water quality standards for

The treatment of the bobcat was only one challenge of 
many the two men have faced because they care for many of 
the wild creatures that the local Department of Natural Re- 
sources biologists bring to them. 

The Grayling Hospital for Animals became a reality 
because a caring local person wrote to Michigan State Uni- 
versity and explained the need for a veterinarian in this area. 
Casler was looking for a location to start his own clinic about 
that same time in 1973. As it happened he was in the right of- 
fice at the time the mail was opened and immediately looked 
into the prosepct of Grayling as a location. 

Casler said, “It looked nice when I got here and so I just 
stayed,” Least the i impression be left that he came directly 
from MSU after graduation, it should be pointed out that his 
practice first began in the Thumb area on large animals. Af- 
ter one year, he headed south to Detroit where small animals 
were the objects of his care. After three years in that prac- 
tice, the north country beckoned and it was at that time his 
fortunate visit to MSU took place. 

The first location for the hospital was across from the 
Hospitality House on the north I-75 Business Loop, That

facility soon became too small and on Thanksgiving day 1975, 
Casler took’up practice in the present facility on N. Millikin 
Road. Casler said that he had expected the business to build 
slowly but he was pleasantly surprised when it expanded 
rapidly. 

Meanwhile Mesack was in practice in Anchorage, 
Alaska, after his graduation from MSU in 1973. He had spent 
many enjoyable days here with his parents when he was a 
youngster. When he heard in 1976 that Casler was searching 
for an associate, it was an opportunity to return to a section 
of the country that he enjoyed. It also permitted him to con- 
tinue the hunting and fishing that he had pursued most of his 
life. 

The hospital will temporarily house 14 animals and 
Casler admits that the entire facility is bursting at the seams. 
Presently 5 part-time receptionists-hospital assistants are 
working at the facility. Recently Joy Brooks of Roscommon 
who is a licensed veterinary technician, joined the staff. 


To help solve the overcrowding and rather than expand 
the present building, the hospital will soon have a satellite 
center in Roscommon. The new facility is now under con- 
struction on M-18 about one mile from the center of the city. 
It will be located across from Larry Porter Ford Agency. 

To help man the new hospital, Dr. Jack Rauch will begin 
practice at the local facility after the July 4 weekend. He 
comes to the area from Negaunee, Mi. where he practiced for 
two years after his graduation from MSU. When the new hos-

pital is completed in Roscommon, the three men will alter- 
nate there. 

Casler said that the present practice is about 75 percent 
dogs, 25 percent cats with an occasional} rabbit, parakeet or 
other small animals for good measure. 

As mentioned, DNR personnel bring in a wild animal 
every once in a while for treatment. The story begun earlier 
about the bobcat had a happy ending when the animal had the 
broken leg reset and a pin inserted. Casler said that the bob- 
cat had a concussion and was unconscious when it arrived. 
He noted that once it regained consciousness there was no 
doubt that it was an angry wild animal. It growled and claw- 
ed at the sides of the cage. That activity obviously was the 
trigger that encouraged the use of the four foot long syringe. 

That animal is only one of many that have been brought 
to the two men for treatment. They provide the service free 
of charge because they are both lovers of the wild animals. 


Some time ago they had custody for a short while of a mature - 


bald eagle (see photograph) but could do little for the bird. It 
had a broken wing and according to the two men appeared to 
have flown into a sturdy object like a concrete wail. The ani- 
mal was flown to the University of Minnesota where the 
federal government has a special veterinary clinic for treat- 
ing bald eagles. 

At the present time the hospital is home to a hawk which 
according to Mesack is either a sharp shinned or coopers. He 
has not yet had an opportunity to check the books to deter- 
mine the type of hawk, he explained.
